The complete ruling is given
below for the benefit of property
owners who may be interested:

Rule 31.-—Deficiency Judgments
in Mortgzage [FForeclosures.

A decrce. for the foreclosure of
a mort e, on real estate or an
interest therein, executed on or
after August 21, 1933, shall de-
clare the amount of the indebted-
ness secured by the mortgage and
the names of persons against
whom ‘a deficiency judgment is
ordered and shall: appoint an ap-
praiser to appraise the mortgaged
property sold, if one has not
theretofore been appointed; it shall
also provide that upon  filing of
the return of sale and appraisal
and as soon as the costs of ap-
praisal are taxed or otherwise de-
termined, the clerk, upon order of
the .court fixing the amount, shall
enter and docket _a  judgment
against the debtors liable therefor
as stated in the decry in the
amount of the excess, if any, of
the entire anmount of the indebted-
ness due at the time of sale (in-
cluding costs and expenses of the
appraisal and interest from the
date of sale to the date of entry
of the deficiency judgment) above
the fair market value of the real
property or interest therein sold
at the time of sale as shown by
the appraisal or the amount for
which the property was sold, if
such, amount is greater gthan tife
apnmlﬂrd value, unless “Within "the
time herein . proyided written ob-
‘jetions to sdid appra are filed.
